House Set 
To Reject 
Payroll Bill 


Boehner signals GOP 
anger over short-term 
plan OK’d in Senate 

Washington 

Top House Republicans said Sunday 
they oppose a bipartisan, Senate- 
approved bill that extends a payroll 
tax cut and jobless benefits for just 
two months and said congressional 
bargainers need to write a new version 
lasting a longer amount of time. 

Their comments, along with a 
House GOP conference call Saturday 
in which lawmakers voiced strenuous 
objections to the Senate bill, made 
clear that House Republicans were 
intent on changing the measure and 
left its ultimate fate uncertain. 

The Senate used a 89-10 vote 
Saturday to approve the legislation, 
which was negotiated by Senate GOP 
and Democratic leaders, and backed 
by strong majorities of senators from 
both parties. The House planned to 
vote on the measure Monday. 

House Speaker John Boehner, 
R-Ohio, said Sunday that the bill

— which includes the payroll 
tax cut, unemployment benefits 
and a halt to scheduled Medicare 
reimbursement cuts for doctors — 
needs to last an entire year. That 
was the original goal of President 
Obama and congressional leaders 
as they worked on the legislation 
in recent weeks. 

As if to suggest other changes he 
would like in the legislation, Boehner 
mentioned a provision that would 
block Obama administration anti- 
pollution rules and “reasonable 
reductions in spending” that were in 
a House-passed version of the payroll 
tax bill that the Senate ignored. 

“It’s pretty clear I and our 
members oppose the Senate bill,” 
Boehner said on “Meet the Press” 
on NBC. He added, “I believe two 
months is just kicking the can down 
the road.” 

House Republicans dislike the 
Senate bill for many reasons, including 
its lack of what they consider real 
spending cuts and its removal of 
restrictions on Obama administration 
rules. Others are unhappy about 
extending unemployment benefits 
or cutting the payroll tax, which is 
used to finance the Social Security 
system, alan fram (ap) 



Pipeline in Question: The Senate bin passed on Saturday would force President 
Obama to make a decision in the next two months about whether to build the proposed 
Keystone XL pipeline. The president had initially said he would postpone a decision on the 
1,700-mile-long pipeline until after next year’s elections and threatened to kill the payroll 
tax bill if it included the pipeline provision. But he backed off last week as the Senate payroll 
compromise took shape. Republicans support the pipeline — which is supposed to pump oil 
from Alberta, Canada, to Texas — for the thousands of jobs it is expected to create, (ap)

The attack happened shortly after 4 p.m.

Police released still imag- 
es of the suspect Saturday night, showing him 
wearing what appear to be surgical gloves and 
with a white dust mask perched on his head 
like a pair of sunglasses. He is holding what 
appears to be a canister with a nozzle and

Man charged after 
woman is set ablaze 
in N.Y.C. building 

New York 

A man who reeked of gasoline when 
he entered a police station impli- 
cating himself in the death of a 
woman set afire in an elevator was 
charged Sunday with dousing her 
in a flammable liquid and tossing 
a Molotov cocktail on her. 

Jerome Isaac, of Brooklyn, was 
arrested on murder and arson 
charges in the death of Deloris 
Gillespie, 73, police said. Isaac, 47, 


went to a police precinct overnight 
and told authorities he had started 
a fire. New York Police Department 
spokesman Paul Browne said. 


Browne wouldn’t comment on a 
motive but had said before the arrest 
that the suspect knew the woman. 
Gillespie was ambushed in the 


elevator of her Brooklyn apartment 
building Saturday, doused with 
an accelerant and set afire with a 
Molotov cocktail, Browne said. The 
suspect had been waiting for her 
when the elevator doors opened on 
the fifth floor, police said. 

“It was apparent he knew she was 
on the elevator,” Browne said. 

Jaime Holguin, the manager of 
news development for The Associat- 
ed Press and who lives on the same 
floor as Gillespie, said the man in 
the photos released by police looked 
like a man who had lived with 
Gillespie, possibly helping her with 
her apartment, for about six months 
toward the end of 2010. (ap)

Czech Democracy Icon Dies at 75 


Havel was the hero 
of anti-communist 
Velvet Revolution 

Prague 

The end of Czechoslovakia’s total- 
itarian regime was called the “Vel- 
vet Revolution” because of how 
smooth the transition seemed: 
communism dead in a matter of 
weeks, without a shot fired. But 
for Vaclav Havel, it was a moment 
he helped pay for with decades of 
suffering and struggle. 

The dissident plajrwright spent 
years in jail but never lost his defi- 
ance, or his eloquence, and the gov- 
ernment’s attempts to crush his 
will ended up expanding his influ- 
ence. He became a source of inspi- 
ration to Czechs and to all of East- 
ern Europe. He went from prisoner 
to president in 1989, the year the 
Berlin Wall fell and communism 
crumbled across the region. 

Havel died Sunday morning at 
his weekend home in the northern 
Czech Republic. The 75-year-old 
former chain-smoker had a history 
of chronic respiratory problems dat- 
ing back to his time in prison. 

Shy and bookish, with a wispy 
mustache and unkempt hair, Havel 
helped draw the world’s attention

Remembered 

Thousands of Czechs paid tribute to Vaclav 
Havel— shown in a 1990 picture as the coun- 
try’s leader— on Sunday, braving cold and 
snow at the spot where the leader of the peace- 
ful anti-communist revolution rallied protest- 
ers. Mourners, some of them too young to re- 
member 1989’s “Velvet Revolution," met at Wenceslas Square, where Havel once 
spoke before hundreds of thousands of people expressing their outrage at the 
repressive communist regime. “His legacy will be that ‘truth and love must pre- 
vail over lies and hatred,’" Havel’s former adviser Tomas Sedlacek said, (ap) 



to the anger and frustration spill- 
ing over behind the Iron Curtain. 
While he was president, the Czech 
Republic split from Slovakia, but it 
also made dramatic gains in eco- 
nomic might. 

“His peaceful resistance shook 
the foundations of an empire, 
exposed the emptiness of a repres- 
sive ideology and proved that 
moral leadership is more powerful 
than any weapon,” said President 
Obama, karel janicek (ap) 


Ailing Pakistani Leader Returns

Pakistan’s president returned home 
early Monday, nearly two weeks 
after a surprise trip to Dubai for 
medical treatment sparked rumors 
that he might step down under 
pressure from the country’s pow- 
erful military. 

President AsifAli Zardari’s arriv- 
al will likely help quell speculation 
about his future. But officials have 
not spelled out exactly what was 
wrong with the president, and he 
is still under threat from a memo

More than 30,000 Islamists ral- 
lied against the United States 
in the eastern city of Lahore on 
Sunday, demanding that Islam- 
abad cut off ties with Wash- 
ington.

Last week, Metro General Man- 
ager Richard Sarles briefed the 
board of directors at its last meet-

Zoo Gets $4.5M for Panda Effort 


Philanthropist gives 
to help reproduction 
program for bears 

Washington 

The National Zoo plans to announce 
Monday that philanthropist David 
M. Rubenstein is donating $4.5 mil- 
lion to its giant panda reproduction 
program, bolstering the zoo’s abili- 
ty to maintain one of Washington’s 
most popular attractions at a time 
of economic strain. 

The donation, which Rubenstein 
described as a holiday gift to the 
zoo and the city, will pick up the 
tab for five years of giant panda 


reproduction efforts, and for other 
panda research here and in China. 
The pandas, on loan from China, 
previously had their stay extend- 
ed through 2015, but the zoo had 
been having trouble raising corpo- 
rate sponsorship for a program that 
has delighted and captivated zoo- 
goers for more than a decade. 

Now, zoo officials can stop wor- 
rying about fundraising for the 
pandas and turn to what they con- 
sider a far more important task: 
The often frustrating effort to pro- 
duce panda cubs. The donation 
comes at a time when the zoo has 
said this is probably the last year it 
will try to create a pregnancy with 
its two current giant pandas.

A New Day for Troops 


With a sense of relief, the final U.S. 
soldiers leave the Iraq War behind

At the Iraq-Kuwait border 

Outside it was pitch dark. The 
six American soldiers couldn’t 
see much of the desert landscape 
streaming by outside the small 
windows of their armored vehicle. 
They were hushed and exhausted 
from an all-night drive — part of 
the last convoy of U.S. troops to 
leave Iraq during the final moment 
of a nearly nine-year war. 

As dawn broke Sunday, a small 
cluster of Iraqi soldiers along the 
highway waved goodbye to the 
departing American troops. “My 
heart goes out to the Iraqis,” said 
Warrant Officer John Jewell. “The 
innocent always pay the bill.” 

When they finally crossed the 
sand berm that separates Iraq from 
Kuwait, illuminated by floodlights 
and crisscrossed with barbed 
wire, the mood was subdued. No 
cheers. No hugs. Mostly just relief 
His comrade, Sgt. Ashley Vorhees, 
mustered a bit more excitement. 
“I’m out of Iraq,” she said. “It’s all 
smooth sailing from here.” 

Fear Remains 

The war that began eight years 
and nine months earlier cost nearly 
4,500 American and well more 


than 100,000 Iraqi lives and $800 
billion from the U.S. Treasury. 

The final withdrawal was the 
starkest of contrasts to the start of 
the war, which began before dawn 
on March 20, 2003. That morning, 
an airstrike in southern Baghdad, 
where Saddam Hussein was 
believed to be hiding, marked the 
opening shot of the famed “shock 
and awe” bombardment. U.S. and 
allied ground forces then stormed 
from Kuwait toward the capital, 
hurtling north across southern 
Iraq’s featureless deserts. 

The last convoy of heavily 
armored personnel carriers, known 
as MRAPS, left the staging base at 
Camp Adder under cover of darkness 
and strict secrecy to prevent any final 
attacks. The 500 soldiers didn’t even 
tell their Iraqi comrades on the base 
they were leaving. 

The attack never materialized. 
The fear, though, spoke volumes 
about the country they left behind 
— shattered, still dangerous and 
containing a good number of people 
who still see Americans not as the 
ally who helped them end Saddam’s 
dictatorship, but as an enemy. 

Once they crossed into Kuwait, 
there was time for a brief celebration 
as the soldiers piled out of the

cramped and formidable-looking 
MRAPs. Abear hug, some whooping, 
fist bumps and fist pumps. 

The Last Days 

In the last days at Camp Adder, the 
remaining few hundred troops tied 
up all the loose ends of a war, or at 
least those that could be tied up. 

The soldiers at the base spoke 
often of the “lasts” — the last guard 
duty, the last meal in Iraq, the last 
patrol briefing. Even the last Friday 
was special until it was eclipsed by 
the last Saturday. 

Spc. Brittany Hampton laid 
claim to one of the most memorable 
“lasts.” She rode in the last vehicle of 
the last convoy of American troops 
leaving Iraq. Hampton was thinking 
of her dad, who served four tours 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

“I can’t wait to ... tell him about 
this,” she said. “He’s not going to 
believe it. He’s going to be so proud 

of me.” REBECCA SANTANA (AP) 
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As the last U.S. troops 
withdrew from Iraq on 
Sunday, friends and 
family of the first and 
last American fighters 
killed in combat 
were cherishing their 
memories ratherthan 
dwelling on whether the 
war and their sacrifice 
was worth it. 

Nearly 4,500 
American fighters died 
before the last U.S. 
troops crossed the 
border into Kuwait. 
David Hickman, 23, of 
Greensboro, N.C., was 
the last of those war 
casualties, killed in 
November by the kind of 
improvised bomb that 
was a signature weapon 
of this war. 

He was recalled by 
his friends in many 
ways: A cutup who 
liked to joke around 
with friends. A physical 
fitness fanatic who 
half-kiddingly called 
himself "Zeus" because 
he had a body that 
would make the gods 
jealous. Aferocious 
outside linebacker at 
Northeast Guilford

“American 
Masters: Charles & Ray Eames, 
The Architect and the Painter” 
celebrates the nearly 40-year col- 
laboration of the husband-and- 
wife team. 

The Eameses made modern 
design accessible to millions of 
consumers and created influential 
films, museum exhibits and mar- 
keting installations for the U.S. 
government and major corpora- 
tions from the 1940s until Charles 
Eames’ death in 1978. 

The Eames chair, their best- 
known work, revolutionized the 
notion of furniture. It ushered 
an audaciously modern “potato 


chip” shape into ordinary homes, 
church basements and airports. It 
also showed designers and manu- 
facturers how new and seemingly 
mundane materials such as mold- 
ed plywood, bent wire and alumi- 
num could result in objects that 
became both commonplace and 
highly collectible, and straddle the 
line between utility and art. 

This “Masters” also offers a 
fascinating glance at the nature of 


artistic collaboration, both between 
a husband and a wife and between 
the two famous studio owners and 
their staff, many of whom thought 
they worked in obscurity to contrib- 
ute to the Eameses’ allure.
